Early last evening, a most singular at- 


mospheric phenomenon for this season of 
the year wasobscrved. 
About five o'clock 


a heavy black cloud made its appearance 
at the southwest, gradually assuming yast 
proportions and occasionally emitting T!T- 
id flashes of lightning.

decided by Judge Dixon on the recent 
hearing before him, on an application by 
habeas corpus for discharge from arrest by 
one of the defendants in Judge Noggle's 
libel suit, I take the liberty of handing 
you the following letter for publication:

Men who will 
coolly and deliberately plan a scheme like 
that, will conspire to assassinate a Presi- 
dent or any other person. It is a fitting 
sequel that authors of such deeds should 
end their career in a cowardly manner, 
dressed in petticoats. No wonder Jeff Da- 
vis' cloven foot revealed who he was.

FROM NEW ORLEANS, 


New York, May 17.—A New Orleans 


correspondent says it was reported that the 
blockade running steamer, Lnnrjetie, arriv- 
ed at Matanzas on the 10th with 1,000 
bales of cotton from Galveston, and landed 
thirteen passengers en route for England. 
The Imor/ene sailed on the llth, ostensi- 
bly for Nassau. Her passengers reached 
Havana on the llth. It is said that the 
consul applied «fficially for permission to 
send by a tug boat notification of the 
presence of the Stonewall to Key West, 
but Gen. Lelorina refused the request. 
The Mexican steamer, Columbia, was then 
sent. As she passed the Florida coast 
signal fires were seen along for twenty 
miles. On the 7th a steamer appeared off 
the Moro. She was signalled and sud- 
denly, under all steam, started northwest, 
displaying the English ensign at the peak 
and the rebel flag at the fore-top. It was 
thought she was the Imoyene.

directed to commence mustering honorably 
out of service all general, field and staff 
officers who are unemployed, and whoa* 
nmc« i* no longer ntwl«<l.

The Status of the Rebel Officers. 
A correspondent

tial ceases, the civil law returns in lull 
force; and the law martial cannot excuse 
any man from personal crimes. It excuses 
a man from killing others in battle, but 
not frouvprivate crimes. Wade Hampton 
understood" this fully, when he Tirmrway 
from the surrender, because he was to be 
arrested for the murder of a Union sol- 
dier. •"•' 


2. No Military Convention of any kind 


can excuse personal crimes, or refer back 
to anything previous to the actual war, or 
continue one day beyond the cessation of 
the war. The rebel soldiers have been 
paroled to return to their homes and be 
unmolested while the war or the exchange 
continues. It is not necessary to inquire 
whether the parole itself is legal. It is 
enough to say that it ends the day the war 
enVls. Each man is, then, exactly in the 
condition of any civilian who has com- 
mitted acts of treason. No General what- 
ever has any power beyond the condition 
of war, the state of his own army, and its 
relation to the opposing army. No matter 
what conventions may have been made, 
there it ends. 


3. The Constitution of the United States 


extends, over individuals, wherever they 
are, without reference to State govern- 
ments, municipal regulations, or military 
conventions, and all laws made in pursu 
ance of the Constitution, extend over indi 
viduals, and are valid till repealed by th 
pewer which made them. 


4. It follows that on the return of peace

States, their legal status is that of traitor 
liable to conviction and punishment.

National Debts and U. S. Stocks. 


The creation of national debts is not a 


modern improvement, but the ability of a 
great nation to provide for a great debt, 
and to make it the most convenient and 
best form of personal property, is a modern 
wonder. The debt of Great Britian was 
begun by raising a million sterling by 
loan in 1692, and when her great contest' 
with Louis XIV. was terminated the debt 
had reached fifty millions. Many states- 
men and economists wore then alarmed at 
the great burden which had been imposed 
upon the industry of the country, but 
when the war of the Austrian succession 
had swelled this amount to eighty millions, 
Macaulay 
says 
tho 
historians 
and 


orators pronounced • the 
case to 
be 


desperate. 
But when war again broke 


out 
and 
the 
national 
debt 
was 


rapidly carried up to one hundred and for- 
ty millions, men of theory and business 
both pronounced that the fatal day had ar- 
rived. David Hume said that, although, 
by taxing its energies to the utmost, the 
esuntry might possibly live through it, 
the experiment must never be repeated,— 
even a small increase might be fatal. Gran- 
ville said the nation must sink under it un- 
less some portion of the load was borne 
by tho American Colonies, and the at- 
tempt to impose 
this load produced 


the war of the revolution, and, instead of 
diminishing, added 
another 
hundred 


millions to the burden. Again says Macau- 
ley, was England given over, but again she 
was more prosperous than ever before. 
But when at the close ol her Napoleonic 
wars in 1816, this debt had been swelled 
up to the enormous sum of over eight hun- 
dred millions sterling, or four thousand 
three hundred million dollars, or nearly 
one half the entire property of the United 
Kingdom, the stoutest heart, the firmest 
believer in national progress and national 
development, might well have been ap- 
palled. But in the very face of this moun- 
tain of obligation, to say nothing of her 
vast colonial possessions, the property of the 
British nation has been more than trebled, 
and her debt is now a charge of but 12* 
per cent against it. All that Great Brit- 
ain has done in paying her debt, we shall 
do, and more, with ours. We have vast 
territories untouched by the plow,, mines 
of all precious metals of which we have 
hardly opened the doors, a population 
full of life, energy, enterprise and indus- 
try, and the accumulated wealth of money 
and labor of the old countries pouring into 
the lap of our giant and ever-to-be-unit- 
ed republic. 
During the fiercest and 


most exhausting of all possible wars, 
we have 
demonstrated 
our national 


strength, and all the world over, national 
strength is but another name for national 
credit. "As good as Uuited States stocks" 
will soon be synonymous the world over 
with " as good as British Consols." 
For 


our part, we think a U. S. Treasury note, 
bearing seven and three-tenths annual in- 
terest, is just as much better than British 
Consols as the rate of interest is higher. 
Some of our timid brethren, who shipped 
their gold to London and invested in Con- 
sols, are now glad to sell out and invest at 
home at a round loss—and serves them 
right.—jfinc Yorker.

A Bit of History Revived 
[From the New York Evening Pott 


At the time the Cincinnati convention 


was held, one of the editors of this paper 
attended its sittings, to observe what was 
done, and to obtain as far as he could an in- 
timate view of the motives of the actors. 
In letters written at Cincinnati, and in a 
leading article written after his return 
home, he narrated certain things which 
occurrod_ both inside and outside of the 
Convention, but which were wholly omit- 
ted in the official reports, and in the re- 
ports of the Cincinnati Enquirer, the 
Washington Globe, the New York Herald, 
and Journal of Commerce, indeed of every 
other paper representing the so-called 
Democratic party. This leader received 
no attention at tho hands of the above 
named papers, which was a tacit ac- 
knowledgement of the correctness of his 
statements; nor did it excite much remark 
in the leading Republican papers. 


In substance, the account related how 


the convention was at a dead lock; Mr. 
Douglas had authorized his friends to 
withdraw his name ; Mr. Pierce had done 
the same ; and the convention adjourned 
one day, with a fair prospect that it would 
meet only to adjourn sine die. 
About 


nine o'clock p. m., it was whispered 
about the

Mr. Buchanan was nomi- 
nated on the first ballot, and as usual the 
chairman of the Pennsylvania delegation 
rose in his place, and, in a few words, 
thanking the convention, pledging the 
State for the nominee, and took his seat. 
A silence ensued for a few moments, as if 
the convention was anticipating something 
already prepared, when Judge Black, of 
Pennsylvania, (afterwards Attorney Gen- 
eral under Buchanan,) rose in his place 
and made a speech, in which he proceeded 
to denounce "abolitionism" and "Black 
Republicanism" very fiercely, and to argue 
that the States possessed, under the con- 
stitution, the right of secession. 
lie 


went further, and told the convention that 
if the nominee was elected, and "a Black 
Republican" should be elected as his suc- 
cessor, Mr. Buchanan would recognize that 
right of tbe States to secede, and would do 
nothing to interfere with the exercise of it. 
This pledge was ample, and was accepted by 
the Southern leaders. The convention pro- 
ceeded to nominate Mr. Brickinridge for 
Vice President, and adjourned harmoni- 
ously. 


As the subject has a profound historical 


interest, we quote from the evening of 
June 13th, 1850, an extract from our Cin- 
clnnati letter, in which this base pledge of 
the Democratic party on treason was first 
described: 
" No sensation was produced in the con- 


vention by Black, of Pennsylvania, who 
closed a speech of thanks to the conven- 
tion by a quotation from the Bible, which, 
in its application, imported that in case of 
dissolution of the Union, Mr. Buchanan 
and Pennsylvania would go with the 
South; of course taking with them the ar- 
my and navy and public treasure of the 
country. This is the most liberal bid the 
South has ever yet received from any 
Northern Statesman : it completely takes 
down Douglas and his Central Amer- 
ican slave Empire; it is precisely what 
the nullifiers have for years been trying to 
get. 
What part, if any, this pledge from 


Mr. Black played in procuring the hid- 
den transmission to Buchanan's ranks in 
the convention this morning, yet remains 
to be disclosed. You may be assured that 
no further question will be made by the 
South about Buchanan's soundness on the 
Kansas issue. The nullifiers are now 
ready for disunion, as they were for the 
admission of Texas, at the earliest practi 
cablo period.

The Cabbage as a Field I'rop. 


Among the profitable crops to be grown 


on the farm, cabbages hold an important 
place. 


They are not so extensively cultivated 


as they deserve to be. We have refer- 
ence now to their cultivation beyond a 
place iu the vegetable garden where, of to ftny address- 
course, they are esteemed aa indispensable 
for family use. 
About 10,900 plants can 


be grown on an acre. Throwing out the ' 
000 plants as producing imperfect heads, 
we have 10,QOO_heads. which at-the low 
estimate of three cents per "head,' amount 
to $300. But if taken from the field, and 
sold at that price there still remains the 
loose leaves and stalks, which afford a con- 
siderable quantity of nutritious food to 
milch cows, at a time when grass begins to 
fail, promoting and keeping up a flow of 
milk in the fall which is not easily obtain- 
ed from any other food. 


Last season we commenced feeding the 


loose heads and leaves left from a patch of 
cabbages, and found the increase of milk 
nearly if not quite paid for the cost of cul- 
tivation. 


part was fed from the field and the 


balance was stored in the barn so as not 
to bo affected by frost. We believe the 
crop can be ^ grown profitably for stock 
feeding. Where tho soiling system has 
been adopted, they are one of the crops to 
bo used in the (succession. The elder Mr. 
Quincey of Massachusetts, in a letter writ- 
ten to us several years ago, places cab- 
bages as among the most important plants 
for soiling purposes. They come in play at 
a time when the nutritive value of grass- 
es has been injured by frost and when the 
food of stock is being changed from succu- 
lent grasses to dry fodder, and hence they 
arc of important service for the dairy. 
Some regard cabbages as a profitable crop 
to raise for feeding stock in spring, or dur- 
ing the latter part of winter. 
Properly 


stored, ths heads may be kept without loss 
or decay. As a market crop cabbages 
have long been regarded as among the 
most profitable vegetables that can be 
grown. Sales are readily made in the 
fall throughout all our cities and villages, 
and at remunerative rates. In the spring, 
perfe.:t heads of good sorts command very 
hiirli prices, and in view of this fact it is 
rather singular that so few, besides mar- 
ket gardeners, go into their cultivation for 
sun;.lying tbe spring markets. They can 
be grown on almost any soil that is adapt- 
ed to corn if an abundance of well rotted 
maiiiue is applied to the land. That from 
the hog pens producp.s the best results. 
Cabbages are most likely to do well on 
ground that has been successfully crop- 
ped 113- them for three or four years, but 
succeed best on fresh lands. 
For a very 


early crop the plants will be well on their 
way at this time in hot beds, but for a gen- 
eral crop, the seed can be sown now. And 
we have introduced the subject with the 
hope of inducing a more general cultiva- 
tion ol cabbage as a field crop. 


There are a great numberpf varieties of 


cabbages many of which are inferior. The

We learn that Carroll, the" man ivho 


procured tho canoe in \vhich the assas- 
sin, 15.Kith, crossed the Potomac river in 
his ilight from Washington, was arrested 
at Uclplios, 0., on Tuesday afternoon lust, 
by Mnj0r Uurns, a Government Detective. 


Major Jiurus is a cripple, having lost 


tbe left leg in the army, and after tho as- 
eassinatiun was employed as a detective to 
assist in ferreting out the guilty parties. 
How it happened that lie selected Carroll 
for his " bird " has not transpired. Dress- 
ing himself as an indigent soldier, -with 
his crutch and cane and a paper from a 
Government official, requesting Provost 
Marshal? along his route of travel to afford 
the " poor soldier " such assistance as he 
might need, Major Burns started on the 
pursuit. He first learned of Carroll at 
Alexandria, and then slowly but surely 
followed tin- track until he learned that 
the accomplice had a relativo at or near 
Dtfli.hos, O., when the Major went direct- 
ly to that place. 


There his letter of recommendation se- 


cured him much attention from those able 
to render him pecuniary aid, and enabled 
him to lnok about town without exciting 
suspicion that he had any special business. 
After remaining there a few days hecaught 
sight (.f Carroll, and with assistants fol- 
lowed him into a store or saloon, and ar- 
rested him. Carroll, taken by surprise, 
was completely overcome. 
It is stated 


that he wept bitterly, and wringing his 
hands, exclaimed, " They will hang mo 1 
they will hang me!" and by other expres- 
sions evinced his fear at the approach of 
jnstice. 


When the gentleman who brought this 


news to this city, left Delphos, Carroll 
was in jail at that place awaiting the ar- 
rival of a guard to conduct him to Wash- 
ington, the Government having been infor- 
med ol his arrest. 


Hurled Alive for 6,000 years. 


_ A recent number of a trustworthy Eng- 
lish journal, the Leeds Mercury, tells tiie 
following curious story: "During the ex- 
cavations which are being carried on in 
connection with the Ilartlepool Water- 
works, the workmen on Friday morning 
found a toad imbedcd in a block of mag- 
nesium limestone, at a depth ot twenty- 
live feet from the surface of the earth, and 
eight feet from any spring water vein. 
The block of stone had been cut by a wedge 
and W;H being reduced by workmen when 
a pick split open the cavity in which the 
toad had been incarcerated. 
The cavity 


was no larger than its body, and present- 
ed the appearance of being a cast of it. 
The toad's eyes shone with unusual bril- 
liancy, and it was full of vivacity on its 
liberation. 
It appeared, when first dis- 


covered, desirous to perform the process of 
respiratiou, but evidently 
experienced 


some difficulty, and the only sign of suc- 
cess consisted of a "barking" noise, 
which it continues invariably lo make at 
present, on being touched. 
The toad is 


m the possession of the President of the 
Natural History Society, and continues in 
as lively a state as when found. On a mi- 
nute examination, its mouth is found to 
be completely closed, and the barking 
noise it makes proceeds from its nostrils. 
The claws of its fore feet are turned in- 
wards, and its hind ones are of extraordi- 
nary length, and unlike the present Eng- 
lish toad. 
An eminent local geologist 


gives it as his opinion that the animal 
must be, at least, six thousand years old. 
This wonderful toad is to be placed in its 
primary habitations, and will be added to 
the collection in the Ilartlepool Museum. 
The toad when first released was of a pale 
color and not readily distinguished 
from 


the stone, but shortly afterwards its color 
grew darker uutil it became a fine olive 
brown.

The seed coats but little, and surplus plants 
can usually be disposed of, or at least will 
often accommodate neighbors or friends 
who have been unfortunate with their 
plant--, or who have neglected to arrange 
lor a Mipply. 


We have known, some seasons, a great 


call for plants and great difficulty in ob- 
taining them. 
Sometimes insects prove 


destructive to thtplants while in the beds, 
before they are ready to transplant. 
An 


occasional application of ashes, or soot 
siftoil n\vr tho beds will serve as a protec- 
tion. 


io cabbage is a very nutritious veget- 


According to Johnson, the dried 


leaf contains from thirty to thirty-five per 
cent (if gluten ; and i.t, in this respect, 
therefore, more nutritious than any other 
vegfttublc food which is consumed to n 
larjie extent by man and animals. Wo do 
not know what amount of green food could 
be grown from an acre of cabbages by se- 
lecting tlie larger varieties, but it is lar- 
ger than one, at first thought, would ima- 
gine. 
Supposing, however, that an aver- 


age of five pounds per head be obtained, 
the 10,000 heads would turn off 50,000 
pounds, or twenty-five tons, im amount 
which, it would seem, might induce their 
more extended cultivation as a field crop 
— (•'//.-a Herald.

Philosophy of Eating. 


The young eat for three reasons :—1st, 


to grow ; 2d, to keep warm ; 3d, to repair 
waste. Adults eat for the last two pur- 
poses. Hence, all food contains one of two 
elements, and some kinds both, called ni- 
trogen and carbon. 
The nitrogen makes 


tle-.li, sometimes called muscle, and is the 
same as lean meat. 
Carbon makes fat, 


and is that which keeps us warm. Sugar, 
starch, arrowroot, oil, butter, suet and Tard 
havu no nitrogen ; there is nothing in them 
to make llesh outof; all the nutriment 
they afford is carbon, the material for 
warmth. 


Infants and young children would gat 


BO chilly as to freeze, as it were, unless 
they had something sweet in their food ; 
hence nature has implanted in them an 
unappeasable taste for sweet things. The 
thing the newborn infant needs first and 
always is warmth. Butter, oils and starch- 
es abound also in the heat-producing ele- 
ments, but they require strong powers of 
digestion, are applicable to grown-up per- 
sons and to the old; hence, as we grow old 
we like fat meats and butter more. 


It is in obedience to these Jaws that the 


Almighty benificence and wisdom has im- 
parted a relish for oils and fat meats in 
winter, because extra heat is needed.— 
Grcenlanders, whose country is always 
covered with ice and snow, consider butter 
and lard and tallow candles and the rank- 
est oils the greatest luxuries conceivable. 
But rice, on whieh many of warm coun- 
tries chiefly live, is said to contain scarce 
one per cent, of the fat or heat producing 
element, while oils have ninety-six ner 
cent, of it. 


All know how buckwheat cakes are rel- 


ished in winter; but as spring comes on 
we begin to lose our appetite for them. 
Ihe cakes themselves contain fifty-four 
per cent, of fat or heat producing elements, 
and they are made more palatable by 
spreading butter on them, and molassel, 
each being almost entirely (ninety-six per 
cent.) heat producing. 


But your oat-door workers eat meat and 


bread the year round and never weary of 
it, because twenty-two per cent of them 
are flesh forming and give that much pow- 


and strength to work.—Hall't Journal
